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DETAILED ACTION

This action is in response to the amendment filed on 29 December 2003 in which claims 
2-12 are pending. 


Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "controllable power supply" or " 
electrostrictive element" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: reference number 24 of 
figure 5. A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification 
to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 


3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 


The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 2-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure, 
which is not enabling. The specifics of the electrostrictive element, which is critical or essential 
to the practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s), is not enabled by the disclosure. 
See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). The specification fails to teach 
or show at least one electrostrictive element connected to a second electrical circuit separate 
from the electrode and diaphragm elements connected to a microphone amplifier as recited in 


4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. On page 12 lines 19-20, the specification teaches that "changes in the inner 
geometry" refers to the space in between the diaphragm and the electrode. In the claims (claim 
12), it is stated that the electrostrictive element changes its geometry. Further in the claims 
(claim 2), it is stated that the electrostrictive element is made of piezoelectric material. It is not 
understood how the electrostrictive element can be defined in the specification as a spacing or 
passage, and then be composed of a specific form of polymeric material (piezo).
